After arriving at a night control and checking in, cars 
may be used for driving about the cities, or to be placed in 
a garage, or may be parked. 

Drivers or mechanicians may work on their cars- either 
on the road or at controls. 

After today, cars may leave controls at any hour in the 
morning they wish, after the Pace-maker gets off—and that 
will be rather early.

A truly famous car, the Stearns, of 
John Rutherford, holder of the world’s 
record for twenty-four hours, has beén 
entered for the local meet by MF.

Each 
club is managed by a veteran cam- 
paigner, Chicago by Frank Chance, 
who will play first base, and Phila- 
delphia bv “Connie” Mack, who will

Injuries to’ players this month have 
changed some of the early forecasts 
as to the series.

Union Phosphate Co. 


Meeting at Union City Satur- 
day Was One of Unusual En- 
thusiasm --- Splendid Address 
by President Eubanks -— The 
Speeches Were Much Enjoyed 


Union City, October 16.—(Special.)— 
Saturday at Union City was written 
one of the most important ehapters in 
the history of the Farmers’ Union of 
Georgia and in fact of the mation. 

For three years J. G. Eubanks, presi- 
dent of the Union Phosphate Company 
ef Georgia, has worked incessantly for 
not only the completion of the plant 
of the company at Union City, but to 
build one of the largest fertilizer fac- 
tories in the country—owned and man- 
aged by members of the Farmers’ Un- 
ion exclusively. . 

One week ago President Eubanks be- 

gan _notifying stockholders of the 
company that the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer would begin at 10 a. m. at the 
company’s plant, and Friday ,stock- 
holders from the different counties of 
the state began to arrive in this union 
town, and by Saturday at 10 o'clock 
there were hundreds frdm the different 
counties besides the farmers of Camp- 
bell county, who turned out en masse 
with dinner baskets, thereby assisting 
the citizens of Union City to entertain 
the visitors in true union style. 
. Promptly at 10 o’clock Miss Lillie 
Eubanks, youngest daughter of Presi- 
dent Eubanks, turned the steam on the 
company’s engine and all hands being 
ready, in less than one minute’s time 
the plant was turning out twelve tons 
of fertilizer per hour. 

The people then retired to the Audi- 
torium for the speeches scheduled by 
the officers of the company and the 
distinguished visitors invited. Presi- 
dent C. S. Barrett, of*the National 
Farmers’ Union, called the meeting to 
order and addresses were made by the 
following: President J. G. Eubanks, 
Hon. R. F. Duckworth, ex-president of 
the Farmers’ Union and editor of The 
Farmers’ Union News; Hon. BH. Cabi- 
ness, president of the Georgia State 
Union; Commissioner of Agriculture 
T. G. Hudson; President A, M. Soule, 
of the: State College of ‘Agriculture, 
and Hon. M. L. Brittain, state school 
commissioner. 

The addresses were much enjoyed, 
and the brief address of President Eu- 
banks seemed to especially capture 
the hearers, aS one could look into his 
face and see that his dreams were this 
day realized, the full force of his 
feelings being put into his preliminary 
remarks. 

His address in part was as follows: 

President Eubanks’ Address, 

“The outcome of the three years’ 
work and worry tpon the part of some, 
which has brought the occasion for 
this meeting, has been of supreme im- 
portance to the farmers of this state. 
This corporation, which is co-operative 
in its structure, has met many of the 
objects for which it was organized; 
the objects being three, mainly: (1), 
To create competition in the markets 


for fertilizer and fertilizer materialsg 


thus to avert the effect of the combi- 
nations which were setting a scale of 
prices each season, and forcing their 
prices upon the farmers. (2), To give 


our farmers their chemicals unmixed, 


and in their origina] form, to save 
freight and drayage on useless and 
worthless fillers. (3), To educate the 
farmers in chemistry when applied to 
plant life,;and te do their compounding 
of the constituents on their farms, to 
meets the needs of their various solls. 
The third reason should have come 
first, since it was the paramount fea- 
ture in the beginning of setting up 
this enterprise. 

“What you see here today looks in- 
significant, when compared with what 
this company has done for the farmers 
at large, in the saving of money for 
fertilizer. There is no chance to show 
intelligently what this company has 
saved for the farmers on the prices of 
their fertilizer. We do know, however 
that when wheat was 50 cents to 75 


cents per bushel, corn 40 cents to 560° 


cents per bushel, and cotton 5 cents 
to 7 cents per pound, common labor 75 
cents to $1 per day in manufacturing 
and when we received $10 to 
$12 per ton for our cotton seed, one 
of the main sources for nitrogen, that 
fertilizer was as high in the market 
as it is today. But, as before stated, 
prices were not the prime objects, 
since we saw our farmers each season 
applying fertilizer so much unbalanced 
that it did not meet the needs of the 
soil, and that the overs did either re- 
vert to its former state, or was lost by 
leaching, in place of meeting the re- 
quirements of the soil, the crops went 
to waste. The farmer must have his 
chemicals unmixed, or direct the mix- 
ing. aS in the case of the phosphate 
plant, and experiment with the han-

Young Man Declares He 
Will Prosecute G. H. 
Lambert. 


Neville B. Bassett, the young ma@n 
who was shot down on Forsyth street 
Saturday night by G. H. Lambert, of 
Buckhead, for making an alleged in- 
sulting remark to Mrs. Lambert, stat- 
ed yesterday that he will prosecute 


,the livery stable man to the full ex- 


tent of the law. 

“Tl was shot down in cold biood,” 
said Bassett, “and I intend to push the 
case against the man who did,it I 
never said ‘Oh, you kid’ to his wife or 
any other lady. EI don't remember 
making any such remark, but if f 
did, it was said in an indirect way and 
not to any one in particular. 

‘Z was not drunk. I had taken @ 
drink or two, but I was in perfeg¢t 
possession of my faculties. I Was 
walking. along the street joking and 
talking only with my friends, when, 
all of a sudden, I saw a strange man 
turn on me and fire. After that every 
thing was a blank. 

“T made no insulting remark to any 
lady. I don’t remember seeing any- 
one ahead of me and I would not know 
the man who shot me if brought be- 
fore me. This assault was unjusti- 
fied. The man had _ absolutely no 
provocation.” 

Lambert was released from the 
Tower Sunday afternoon on bail of 
$500. M. L. Legg, a Peters street mer- 
chant, was bondsman. To the author- 
ities at the jail Lambert stated that 
he did not intend to shoot Bassett, 
but in trying to strike him with the 
pistol, it went off. He said that Bas- 
sett made the alleged remark a num- 
ber of times before he turned on him.

16.—(Special.)—J. T. Dorman, super- 
intendent of construction for the pow- 
er lines from the Central Georgia 
power plant at Jackson, announces to- 
day the completion of the lines from 
the power house to Macon. Towers 


mre erected and wires are strung, and 


a substation at the power house of 
the Macon Railway and Light Com- 
pany in this city has been completed. 
With the turning of the wheels that 
drive the great dynamos in the Oc- 
mulgee the middle of November, the 
electric spark will .be seen on the 
streets of Macon. A capacity of 60,000 
volts is carried by the wires. This is 
enough to furnish power for every- 
thing in Mafon. 

Six aluminum wires will carry the 
voltage. Two will carry private tele- 
phone wires of the company. These 
are copper-clad. On top of the towers 
is another wire strung for the purpose 
of grounding all lightning that may 
strike. 

A substation has been constructed 
at Forsyth, where power will be 
switched for the mills and city elec- 
tric lights. 

Not later than November 15, the 
water will go to the wheel at the 
20,000-horse power plant, and the 
humming will mean the generation of 
a sufficient power to run every mill 
and factory wheel in the towns 
touched by the lines of the big power 
comapny. 

Superintendent Dorman has com- 
pleted the work for the Central Trust 
Company, receiver for the Schott En- 
gineering Company, which was sub- 
contractors for J..G. White & Co., of 
New York. 

Local owners of the power plant 
are happy at the prospects for an 
early start of the large enterprise.

Warnings Are , Ordered

Tampa, Fla., October 16.—After 
wandering aimlessly around in the 
Gulf of Mexico for forty-eight hours, 
the West Indian storm has again re- 
curved and is now headed toward the 
Louisiana and Texas coast, according 
to the latest observations.
